Prof. Starkey Speaks on 
Hygiene. 

SEMI-WEEKLY TALK 

Tells How Perfect Public 
Health Depends on 
Hygiene. 



i'rof. starkey, of the Department of 
Hygiene, yesterday afternoon at the 
Koyul Victoria College, delivered the 
first of a very Interesting; course of 
lectures he projects on Hygiene. 

He defined the terms hygiene and 
public health, and spoke of the rela- 
tion of the one to the other. Hygiene, 
he said, meant the ways and means 
of keeping thu body in perfect health. 
Public health were the Institutional 
whi.h prevent disease, 

It will be the aim of the lectures to 
trace the causes of diseases: germs. ! 
dampness, gas, the vocations in which 
those liable to bo affected are occu« | 
pled; and to indicate schemes of a ! 
practical nature in dealing with their 
prévint lun und cure. 

He spoke principally, in his first 
lecture, on water supplies: their de- 
rivation, collection, und storage Ho 
pointed out that the best drinking 
water was clean rain water, secured 
from clean roofs and stored In water 
tight tanks free from all pOSSlbS 
contamination, 

Tho next and pr ibably all subse- 
quent lectures of the series, will be 
delivered at the Hygiene Rooms, new 
Medical Huiiding. They occur Tues- 
days and Fridays. 

In providing for the teaching of 
Public Health, universities are 
brought In'o n peculiarly close re- 
lation With the communities they 
serve. McOill has in operation a Well- 
eipilpped department of Hygiene un- 
der the charge of Professor Starkey 
in the new Medical Building, livery 
medical .student receives some In- 
struction in the principles and prac- 
tice of public health. Qraduatea may 
take post graduate courses to qualify 
for the Diploma Of Public Health. 

which opens (a them appointments as 

medical officers of urban or rural dis- 
tricts. Instruction is also given to 
those who wish to qualify for the les- 
ser appointments In tha public health 

Service. Por many years men have 
by the latter means qualified to be- 
come sanitary Inspectors. 

It Is now intemb-d to offer to the 
public further facilities for obtaining 
first-hand knowledge of the subject. 
Professor Starkey is now giving a 
rourHU on the general principles of 
public health, open to "students, so- 
cial Workers, and the general public" 
The fact that the first lecture is an- 
nounced to he given at the Royal Vic- 
toria College la significant. It sug- 
gests the reflection that hitherto no- 
thing has been done to bring oppor- 
tunities for the study of public health 
problems within the reach of the wo- 
men of Montreal. 

The social workers of the rity aro 
'largely women, they and the women 
who engage in the unpaid work con- 
nected with the numerous societies 
are brought Into contact with public 
health problems in the discharge of 
their professional or voluntary ser- 
vices. 

In order to place the course with- 
in the reach of the largest possthln 
number Of workers, a reduction of 
feefl Is to be made for those engaged 
In professional work, as, the Victorian 
Order of Nurses anil the staff of the 
Charity Organization Society. 

If the course, which Is really an ex- 
tension of University teaching. Is well 
attended, It should become an estab- 
lished institution, and provide a per- 
Imnnent means of informing women of 
'this usnect of their city's needs.

RAISING THE STANDARD 
OF AMERICAN SURGERY 

Dr. Finney Outlines the 
American College of 
Surgeons. 

Dr. .1. T. M. Finney addressed the 
second meeting of the Medical Club 
of 1'rlnceton University In Dodgo 
Hall, at Princeton. R. N. Plerson, 
1914. I'rcsldcnt of the Club. Introduced 
Dr. Finney, who discussed the "Am- 
erican College of Surgeons." 

Dr. Finney, who Is one of the pion- 
eers In the organization of the College 
and who has taken a great Interest in 
1U growth discussed its formation 
purposes and benefits. 

The American College of Surgeons 
was organized In 1912 In Chicago. The 
project grew out of frequent meet- 
ings of the Clinical Congress of Sur- 
geons, a body Composed of ull actively 
wirklng surgeons In the country. 
These men and all other prominent 
physicians had Ion.* felt the need of 
some organization that would stan- 
dardize the surgical profession. Thus 
the American College of Surgeons was 
formed, a bona fide attempt to help 
the patient, and raise the moral tone 
and efficiency of the profession. 

Although American surgery at its 
best Ih the finest in the world, the 
average American surgery Is far be- 
low foreign stnndardi. This Is prim- 
arily due to the Inefficiency of the 
medical schools, both in regard to 
equipment arid instruction. And so 
the first point of attack of this new 
organization will be the Impovement 
of the medical actttots. The benefits 
that the country will receive cannot 
be overestimated. The patients will 
be In competent hands and a great 
deal of useless suffering will be done 
away with. 

The objection as to what shall con- 
stitute tests of admission have been 
overruled by the leclsion of the com- 
mittee, appointed ny the Clinical Col- 
lege of Surgeons, which say that any- 
body can apply for application who 
makes any pretense of surgery. The 
names of all members of any distinc- 
tive medical society will also feu con- 
sidered as to the following: first, 
character nnd then efficiency. A man's 
character will be determine! by the 
way In which he his carried on busi- 
ness as to his honesty, morality, nnd 
general feeling toward humanity. As 
the organization grows it will require 
ail prospective utem*>er to spend five 
years after graduation In leading good 
and benefic ial lives. After suc i a pe- 
riod they will be required to pass an 

efficiency teal nnd than will he re- 
wsrded with the title Fellow of Am-

Useful in the Home 
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Hockey, ns first plaje.il by the an- 
cient Celts, was a simple and effect- 
ive game. Two teams of piano-mov- 
ers, coal-passers or stevedores, armed 
with oak clubs which had a couple 
of railroad spikes inserted in the bus- 
iness end, would -coimregatu on a 
hard, sandy beach, or on a frozen 
pond. A small ball or puck, redeem- 
able for cash at the nearest corner 
grocery, was then dropped between 
the two . teams. . The object of tho 
game was to get away with this ball 
or puck ns rapidly as possible. 

The only rule was that the person 
who finished the game with the ball 
, or puck In his possession had to bo 
alive In order to make the game a 
regular one. If he was deud, the gamo 
was declared a draw. 

According to tho Yellow Book of 
Lectin, which was written by Gtlla 
Isa, son of Donnehad M (, r MacFlrbls, 
hereditary scribe and genealogist, the 
ancient game of hockey was one of 
the grandest little elimination fesls 
that was ever staged. 

When fourteen husky Celts, each 
heeled with a spike-ended bludgeon, 
lined up over the hall or puck, which 
! often had a value 0 fas much as eight 
dollars In real money. It was bound 
to be a husky day for the clerks in 
the Bureau of Dlrths, Marriages and 
Deaths. The only way for any 0110 
player to get a look at the ball or 
puck was to mace all the other as- 
pirants so effectually that they would 
tiot be able to see anything at all for 
at least a week. The winner of the 
game usually had to spend double 
the value of the prize for medical at- 
tendance, if he lived. If he didn't live, 
his widow did the worrying. 

But in these effete times hockey 
has become more of a game for molly- 
coddles. The best families no longer 
wear spikes In their hockey sticks : 
and many umpires do their best to 
discourage wholesale assassination 
among players'. The sticks are curv- 
ed, it is true, so that they resemble 
a half-portion pick-nxe; nnd when 
the umpire isn't looking, skilled play- 
ers have a habit of swinging the point 
of the stick to the base of nn oppon- 
ent's brain. This is usually done so 
hastily, however, that the recipient of 
such a wallop Is seldom unconscious 
for more than four days. It Is unus- 
ual for a player to lose more than a 
quart of blood In any one game. Hock- 
ey has certainly deteriorated. 

Teams are still composed of seven 
players, and the gome is always play- 
ed on ice. In this way. one of the 
most Interesting features of the an- 
cient game has *ieen eliminated. tt 
used to be the custom - for a player 
who was busy and wanted to put a 
bunch of opponents out of the way In 
a hurry to haul off and kick an oppon- 
ent in the Jaw. thus driving his teeth 
up through his hair. This was consid- 
ered to he a most edifyins and amus- 



ing spectacle, and was always greet- 
ed Willi enthusiasm. Nowadays, if a 
heckey player stands on one foot on 
the Ice and attempts to kick another 
man In the Jaw, he Ih very apt to 
accomplish a startling ground-and- 
lofty tumble, and smash the back ot 
his head all over the surface of the 
rink. 

The object of the game is for a 
plnyer to push n rubber puck .down 
the |ce with his stick, and then give 
It a sufficiently vigorous clout to drive 
it through two opponents and Into the 
opponent's goal, .which resembles au 
Infant's size fishnet hung up to dry. 
The opponents, needless lo say, do all 
in their power to frustrate his de- 
signs. 

One of the favorite methods of 
frustration is 'to take n long running 
start, und leap with a crash Into tho 
pc rson who is pushing the puck 
around. When the puck-pusher falls 
to the Ice from the shock of the col- 
lision he usually scrapes off his nose 
and an ear. While he Is thinking 
aboul his features, another opponent 
tluites down the ice at a gall of 49 
miles an hour, nnd accidentally on 
pt.rpose collides with him. If he 
doesn't get the front end of a sharp 
nosed skate in the knje, chest or head. 
It Is because the opponent misjudged 
the distance, or he Is a rotten pluyer. 
It can readily be seen that such a 
pastime Is both healthful and exhil- 
arating. 

Another method of frustration Is to 
pound the puck-pusher with a stick 
until he falls senseless. This can bo. 
done in a most artistic manner, and 
so that any umpire would think It 
was being done accidentally and 
without the slighted malice. 

The goal tendor has one of the jol- 
llest Jobs in hockey. He stands in' 
front of the goal and stops the puck 
when players shoot It at lilm at the 
rate of 97 miles per hour. If he can't 
stop it with his feet, hands, funny- 
bone, solar plexus, Alain's apple or 
hockey stick, he Is supposed to do so 
with Ills teeth, nose or eye. After 
the game he usually looks ns though 
he bud stopped all of the shots with 
the latter organ. 

Year by year hockey players are 
hanging more and more armor on 
themselves, nnd concealing the armor 
with their clothes. This is discon- 
certing: for if a m.iu takes a swing 
nt an opponent's kneepan with the ex- 
pectation of putting a two-Inch dent 
In It. he hates to encounter a piece 
of tin armor and get splinters in his 
mitt from n broken stick. 

Hockey is a good game; but it 
would be more interesting — not much 
more, but a little more— if the play- 
ers were allowed to wear four-inch 
spikes on their sticks, and take pot- 
shots at each other with automatic 
pistols ever and anon.

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FINED LAZINESS 

À former dean of the Arts and Sciences of Cor- 
nell suggests a new method of ridding that univer- 
sity of students who will not work. He thinks a 
fine of $50 should be imposed on those who are 
constantly about to be dropped from the regis- 
trar's rolls, but who seem by the narrowest of 
margins to keep on the right side of the margin. 
Those who have been asked to drop their courses, 
he advises, should be allowed to return and con- 
tinue their lectures on an extra $100 a year tuition 
fee basis. 

The dean seems to have found a sort of Royal 
Road to Learning. The Brown Herald remarks 
that the rich student would regard the new addi- 
tion to his expenses as a joke. It adds that the chief 
result would be only an increase to the registrar's 
receipts. 

PROF. STARKETS ADDRESS 

One of the most interesting points in the at- 
tractive discussion on Hygiene and the Public 
Health, given by Prof. Starkey at the R. V. C. 
yesterday, was the announcement about drink- 
ing water. He said rain water from roofs was 
about the best form of drinking water, if properly 
caught and carefully preserved from contamina- 
tion. Those who heard his address made mental 
reservations to keep Tuesdays and Fridays hence- 
forth clear, that they might enjoy the rest of his 
Series of lectures. 



EDITORIAL NOTE 

In one respect at least the Daily is so far ad- 
vanced that it may be said to be a little ahead of 
its time. While publishing details of political 
doings around McGill University, as far as the 
Mock Parliament is concerned, it will display 
absolutely no bias itself. Providence has so ar- 
ranged it that the editors of the Daily are of oppo- 
site political leanings.

Mission Study Classes To 

Be Started At The Hall 

"Emergency of China"; the New Era in Asia"; 
"Islam"; the names of some of the inter- 
esting Books to Be Studied. 



It is planned to start several class- 
es In Mission Study,, to be led by 
competent men. These classes will 
start as soon as possible, and will 
last for about five weeks, meeting 
once a week. Several Rood books 
have been recently published, which 
Will form the basis of the studies. Ono 
is called "The Emergency in China," 
by Dr. P. L. Hawks Pott. This is a 
subject which at once commands the 
attention of thinking men. 

China has furnished the sensation 
of modern history in tlto upheaval 
of recent years, the downfall of tho 
Manchus and tho establishment of a 
Republic. The day that has dawned 
for China is portentous for the other 
nations of the world. Dr. Pott, a 
prominent educator in China, head of 
St. John's University, Shanghai, has 
written this attractive and thoroughly 
reliable book, setting forth the situa- 
tion as it now exists. Although a 
brand new book, It has already re- 
ceived un enthusiastic welcome. 

Another attractive book Is that by 
Mr. Sherwood Eddy, entitled "Tho 
Now Era In Asia." This Is tho out- 
come of the tour of tho East last year 
by Mr. Mott and Mr. Eddy. It is the 
very latest thing on n particularly 
Interesting and Important situation. 

During the past year tho Moham- 
medan world has come In for a great 
deal of attention, and Dr. /.Werner's 
wonderful addresses at Kansas City 
will never bo forgotten. His book, 
"Islam: A Challenge lo Faith," will 
bo studied with new Interest. 

There Is no study which tends moro 
to establish thu need of the non- 
Chrlstlan world for the Christian 
faith or to sharpen one's 



appreciation of tho religion of Jesus, 
than tho study of ono of more of tho 
great non -Christ Ian religions of man- 
kind. Take that militant, missionary, 
monotheistic faith, Islam. What la 
its message, its worship, its ethic, Its 
fruitugo In individual character, lni 
social life, and In national progress? 
Thcso aro tho vital themes that are 
treated In this volume. It bears tho 
marks of the scholarship, fervor and 
vivid stylo which tire associated with 
the name of Dr. Kwemor. 

Perhaps the most interesting of ull, 
however, is Educational Missions, by 
Dr. James L. lia rum. 

Tho broad subject of education hua 
a moro popular appeal to-day than 
ever before. Tho possibilities of ed- 
ucation as a factor in the Christian - 
Ization of national life aro now a foro- 
most subject In missionary circles. 
College men and women are asking 
us at no previous time about tho na- 
ture of education in mission fields, 
tho opportunities and conditions of 
servlco of the missionary educator, 
etc Dr. Barton, an International auth- 
ority on this subject and nn experi- 
enced missionary administrator, an- 
swers these und kindred questions in 
this volume, which Is Just off tho 
press, it Is a book to bo studied chief- 
ly by upper classmen. 

Another class on "The City Church" 
will bo led by Mr. Hugh Griffith and 
Mr. John Bradford, Community Sec- 
retary of tho Y. M. C. A. This will 
deal more particularly with problems 
met with In social work In cities and 
should appeal to all those who aru 
Interested in this form of work. All 
these courses will be moro fully ex- 
plained ut the meeting to-night.
